They include the Smith-Con- 
Daily W ar Labor Disputes Act, 
It also will mark the beginning 
of fiscal I TMS. with many depart­ 
ments and agencies facing person 
rel ruts and function curbs in line 
with reduced appropriation*. 
Virtually every 
department, of 
government surrenders tom e of its 
war powers whose life span was 
limited to six months after hostili­ 
ties were declared ended. 
Presi­

themselves are not affected seri­ 
ously.

B U T T H E N E W law makes big 
changes in the board and its pow­ 
ers.

hers appointed by the President. 
But much of its power is taken; 
away. 
The new law provides for a gen 
eral counsel, too. 
Unlike the general counsel u n d er( 
the Wagner Act, this o n e will h a v e 
great power. 
He ll virtually be in­ 
dependent of the NLKB. 
H ell be the NLRB's prosecuting 
arm. 
fie can Investigate c h a r g e s 
of violations of the law and Issue 
complaints against unions and em 
ployers. 
lie'll decide whether to prosecute 


a union or employer before the-

which will sit as judge 
and his decision is final. 
There's 
no appeal. 
The fields in which hell oper­ 
ate are pretty much wide open 
and uncharted.

job of general counsel.

jor government agency. 
Because of the powers and re­ 
sponsibilities given the new NLRB. 
the overshadowed Labor Depart­ 
ment shrinks to not much more 
limn an agency for gathering sta­ 
tistics on things like wages, em­ 
ployment and so on. 
One of the most important parts 
of the government s big Labor De 
partment was its Conciliation Serv­ 
ice. 
This service, made up of experts 
in labor-management relations, had 
the job of trying to help unions 
and employers settle disputes. 
It couldn't compel them to set­ 
tle anything.
